detecting by hybridization , in a tissue or body fluid sample from the 
human, a ribonucleic acid molecule that encodes a protein comprising the amino acid sequence 
set forth in SEQ ID NO: 10, wherein the ribonucleic acid molecule, if present in the sample, is 
indicative of the presence of cervical cancer in the human. 

Claim 55. A method for detecting cervical cancer in a human, the method 
comprising:
